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Paul said, “I thank Christ Jesus 
our Lord, who hath enabled me, for 
that he counted me faithful, put- 
ting me into the ministry.” Paul 
was glad he was a preacher of the 
gospel. He even rejoiced in tribula- 
tion and said, “Most giadly there- 
fore will I rather glory in my in- 
firmities, that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me. Therefore I 
take pleasure in infirmities, in re- 
proaches, in necessities, in perse- 
cutions, in distresses for Christ's 
sake: for when I am weak, then 
am I strong” (Il Cor. 12:9, 10). 
Like Paul, I thank God that He put 
me in the ministry, and I praise 
Him often for the privilege cf pub- 
lishing The Sword of the Lord. 
Both our blessings and our bur- 
and we thank God 
for both. The obvious blessings 
are so great that we cannot well 
be discouraged, and what seem to 
be burdens we know are blessings 
in disguise. They drive us to 
prayer, teach us humility, they 
cause us to prove God’s promises 
and His faithfulness.

Iam try- 
ing to help you see it, but the biz- 
gest hypocrite is the hypocrite that 
goes around here against Christ, 
himself unsaved, yet talking about 
others better than he is. Maybe 
there is somebody in your church 

.. Maybe he does wrong. 
after he has been saved. I have | 
known people who cursed after 
they were saved. To dance after 
you are saved, that is awfully bad, 
or after you are saved to mistreat 
your neighbor. It is terribly bad, 
after one is saved to sin, but all 
do. We are saved sinners. 


But wait a minute. On the other 
hand, outside here is a man who 
says, “Il am going to pass judgment 
on the preachers, on the ministers 
I am going to talk about what they 
ought to do and what they ought 
not to do. I am going to set my- 
self up as a judge. I am living a 
dirty, sorry life, a lying life, a 
whoremongering life, a cursing life, 
a beer drinking life. I make my 
home a miserable place, turning 
down Jesus Christ every day, not 
reading the Bible, not getting any- 
body saved ...I am talking one 
way and living another. But I feel 
free to criticise preachers and 
church members. You are a low- 
down, dirty hypocrite. You are the 
biggest hypocrite in Gainesville. 
There is not anything sincere or 
honest in the heart of any man 
here tonight who is not saved, 
staying on the devil’s side on pur- 
pose, if you go around talking 
about church members. Any per- 
son in this world who ever did 
honestly trust Jesus is a million 
miles better man than you dirty- 
hearted sinners turning Him dowr. 
I am not as good as I ought to 
be, but I will tell you right now, 
I am a million miles better than 
anybody in this world who hasn’t 
been born again; for I have. I am 
ten millions miles ahead of any- 
body that doesn’t love Christ, for 
I do. I am better than anybody 
here that does not. accept Him, for 
I did and I have never been sorry 
of it. I say, listen to me: you have 
no right to talk about God’s peo- 
ple. You have no right to talk 
about preachers, and churches and 
religion until you start out to try 
to do right yourself? You are a 
lying hypocrite when you try to 
judge others when you are living 
for the devil yourself, and you 
know it. You insult Jesus Christ, 
you despise God, you drive away 
the Holy Spirit when you lie like 
that.

with a sinning crowd. Sin isn't 
right, any way. 

“I just can’t live it,” you say. i 
have chased it down, this lying ex-. 
cuse, in hundreds of cases. I have 
run this thing down again and 
again. The man who brings aa 
excuse like that is not trying to 
live right. He doesn’t want to live 
right. A woman said, “Brother 
Rice, I would like for you to give 
me the Seriptures that show that 
a man isn’t saved by living a sin- 
less life.” She said, “ a man wants 
them. That is his trouble. That 
is why he is not a Christian, be- 
cause he thinks he has got to live 
a sinless life.” I asked her, “Is 
he trying to live a sinless life?” 
“No.” “That is not the reason, 
then.” If a man is trying to do 
everything right, then he may 
listen to what you say about it, but 
otherwise, he is a liar. And any 
man who tries to do right will 
instantly trust Christ. The truth 
of the matter is this, and I chal- 
lenge anybody here to deny it. 
Anybody here who says, “I can’t 
live right,” I will tell you what 
you can do. If you will trust 
Jesus Christ and love Him and lei 
Jesus come into your heart and 
forgive you and change your heart, 
then if you tried, you could live 
better than you are living now, 
couldn’t you? That is just a lie of 
the devil, an excuse for not doing 
right. That is an insulting lie you 
made up. What you can do is to’ 
get saved by the blood and then 
God will help you. You could live 
a whole lot better if you really 
wanted to. You don’t want to give 
up cursing. You love the devil's 
crowd and you love booze. You 
love the dirty crowd and you are 
not willing to give it up. That is 
the reason the Lord Jesus gave 
these model excuses. 

They are sample excuses. Jesu 
Christ: gave those. Do you know 
why? They are the, kind of ex- 
cuses you make when you try to 
argue with God about not being a 
Christian. There is only one square 
thing to do--if you are going to 
be honest, say this, “I will love 
Jesus Christ, I will trust Him to 
night and be saved.” Or on the 
other hand, you will say, “I de- 
spise Him. I don’t love Him. I don't 
want Him. I will not give Him 
my heart. I am not going to do it 
because I don’t want to. I like 
the devil’s crowd and the devil's 
ways and I am going to stay on 
his side.””’ You will make one an- 
swer or the other if you are hon- 
est. All the lying won’t help a 
bit. Being a Christian is taking 
Jesus, letting Him save you. Be- 
ing a lost sinner is turning down 


Jesus Christ. “No man can serve ~ 
two masters; for either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and 
despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon,” so says the 
Word of God. All right, now what 
can I do about it.
